WASHINGTON (A P)— Chem urgy! 
Can it pull the farm er out of the 
red—and help cut the Federal sub­ 
sidy of agriculture which has cost 
a t least three billion dollars since 
Hoover Farm Board days? 
T he 
chem urgists 
say 
yes—and 
em phatically: 
“W e’ll turn farm products into 
alm ost 
anything 
from 
eyeglasses 
to airplanes and put the farm er 
into the business of supplying raw 
m aterials for the factory.” 
“Maybe,” says Uncle Sam. suffi­ 
ciently interested to spend millions 
to find out just how m uch chem ur­ 
gy can help. 
R ight now he is building four 
m illion-dollar laboratories spotted 
in the m ajor farm areas of the 
U.S.. north, south, east, west. 
Eight 
hundred 
scientists — test 
tube economists with an eye on 
both the 
farm 
and 
factory—are 
going to hunt new and wider in­ 
dustrial uses for farm products. 
T h at is exactly w hat the chem ur­ 
gists had in mind a few years ago 
when they coined their catchword 
from 
the 
Greek 
“chem ia,” 
for 
chem istry, 
and 
“ergon.” 
which 
m eans work. 
In the 1860’s the iron horse weld­ 
ed together a continent and put 
commerce on steel wheels.

Backgrounds of Adams County

No. 90 — Let’s Visit This Cemetery 


W 
E ’RE rath er inclined to think 
th a t you have had enough of 
Lower M arsh Creek cem etery for a 
week or two. This being the case we 
are going to visit the old Donegal 
gravyard in Lancaster county and 
the Meeting House Springs cemetery 
located near Carlisle in Cum berland 
county. 
Before starting tftis tour, 
however, we wish to correct an error 
which appeared in colum n No. 88. 
In quoting the inscription on the 
tombstone of Rebeccah Erwin in 
B lack’s G raveyard we gave the date 
of her death incorrectly. 
The in ­ 
scription should read as follow: 
"Here ly’s ye body of 
Rebekah Erwin who 
departed 
this 
life 
M arch the 1st, 1763 
Aged 47 years.”

IN the Meeting House Springs grave- 
* yard we find the graves of m any 
of the Cum berland county pioneers. 
Before starting our survey of the 
burial plot, however, we would like 
to give you a brief history of the 
church th a t once stood near this 
tiny "Acre of God.” 
About two miles northw est of 
Carlisle, N orth M iddleton township, 
there is a spring which flows from 
under limestone rocks, a t the bottom 
of a bluff on the south side of Cono- 
doguinet creek. 
Near this spot, on 
the high ground, about the year 
1736 the Presbyterians erected a log 
church. This church was one of the 
earliest erected in the valley. 
No 
trace of this old building now re­ 
m ains and the large congregation 
which once worshipped within its 
walls have long since passed away. 
The old graveyard, however, still 
rem ains to m ark the site. 
It is al­ 
m ost impossible to read the Inscrip­ 
tions on some of the stones. 
The 
dates on’ some go back to 1736. 
On 
some there are arm orial bearings 
which quite plainly show the fond­ 
ness of ancestors for the family dis­ 
tinctions of the old country. Many 
! of the graves are unm arked, for 
w ith the passage of tim e m any of 
the stones have disappeared. Many 
families claim to know the spot 
where their ancestors are buried. 
Of such are the Agnews, Forbeses, 
Dunbars, Lairds, McAllisters. Grey- 
sons, Parkers, Youngs and m any 
others. 
In the graveyard a t the present 
time, we found stones m arking the 
graves of members of the Black, J 
Chambers, C a ro le rs, Crocket, Coul­ 
ter, Denny.

Invulnerable, Says Expert 
Nearby in the Atlantic, the Nazi 
navy is hoi ch rig target practice. And

But British officials aren’t wor- 
j ried 
They recall that they’ve held 
Gib for 300 years. And they believe 
th ai—with French help—they still 
can fight off all comers.

The Dutch Helped

Spanish, regard them as foreigners. 
Turbaned Moors, Spanish soldiers. 
Indians. Senegal negroes and Ameri- 
j can tourists rub elbows.

British grabbed Gib—with 
Dutch help—from Spain in 1702, and 
have never been ousted. Their most 
formidable challenge came in 1779 
when they withstood a harrowing 
sieze by Spain that lasted four years.
